Combine for .tho Destruction of 


Valuable Property. 


FIERCE FLAMES IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Several Largo Business Housee Burned, 


Entailing an Aggregate Loss of Half 


a Million Dollars— Several Fire- 


men Soriously Injured. 


Sept. 
SO.— Shortly 


after 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon fire 
broke out In the basement of the larpe 
building !H(i North Delaware avenue. 
It ia used by Messrs. Phillips & Cnn- 
niiiKham as a warehouse of Jard, lin- 
Becil and other oils and was blocked 
with 
g-ooda. The structure is four 


atories in height and extends through 
to Witter street. The width of the 
ntoru ia about twenty feet, and it ib 
packed with barrels of oil on every 
floor. 
An alarm was sent onfc, and in 


about ten minutes the firemen reached 
the premises, and their efforts were di- 
rected to the oil store, then aflame, in 
in the hopo of confining' the fire within 
its walls. In a very short time, how- 
ever, it was secu that the fire was more 
extensive than at first thought, and 
orders were given for a second alarm to 
be sent out. 


As tho ilaiues were observed to ha 


mounting1 up a corps of firemen con- 
veyocl u line of hose up to the second 
and then to the third stories. They 
broke in tho sashes and entered with 
their stream and directed it upon the 
blaming1 oil. 


The water stream seemed only to 


make the flames more wicked, and at a 
ilu.sh they enveloped tho flruinen nud 
drove them back to tho ladders, down 
which they tumbled, and were severely 
injured. 
The hospital ambulances 


wore on the ground and the injured 
men wore promptly removed. 


About this time the fire burst forth 


in great fury from the Water-street 
front of the building and great volumes 
of 
greenish, heavy smoke 
"belched 


forth from the roof, driving the ilre- 
nu'ii back from their positions. Every 
bit of water that could bo obtained 
from the street mains was now being 
thrust into the 'burning building, and 
Delaware avenue became a rivulet of 
oil and water. 


Justin the nick of time the police 


boat Stock ley arrived and in a littlo 
while was pumping water from the 
Delaware river on the flames, 


All these manful and well-directed 


efforts failed to keep thn fire down, 
however, and at ,'} o'clock tho buildings 
on tlu1 west side of Water street caught 
fire, although they had been soaked 
from roof tanks and will) private fire 
uppnratus of large firms like "\Veikel *fc 
{Smith. The &pice mills opcrntJrs,fNos. 
UK-34-JiC and 28 North Water street, was 
Keen to be smoking ntl along tho roofs 
clear through to front 'Stn-eet. At' this 
time, too, the Armour packing place 
wan seen to be on fire, as well as 131, a 
large produce store, and it looked as if 
the entire block would go, and then it 
WIL.S that the entire fire department 
was ordered into service and the police 
boat King was ordered to the scene. 


The energies of the fn*ornen were 


now directed mainly to the burning 
buildings on AVator .street. The rag 
warehouse of Je.ssnp, Moore tfc Co,, 
which nil joined Cummingham's place 
to the north early became, ignited, and 
tin1 party

placing a larpo tank ot maul line oil, 
containing 1/jOO gallons, in. an ex- 
tremely perilous condition. 


At IJ o'clock, without a moment's 


warning, and while the street in front 
was crowded with firemen, tho tank 
caught fire and the ihmics shot out 
through the windows and over the tops 
of the building* on tho west side of 
Water street, coming in contact with 
the rear o£ the, wool warehouse of 
Tho.H Wilson, 147 Front street 
Tho 


contents were soon consumed and tho 
adjoining properties, 145 and 140, occu- 
pied respectively by the Eureka Ink 
Co. and O. W. Elkiiifi, were scorched 
pretty considerably. When the tank

More Co, fell with a loud crash. This 
•weakened the front wall of the oil 
warehouse to such an extent that all 
spectators wero ordened from the spot, 
and none too soon, for at 3;3f>, two

shako and a great rush tho five stories 
of the wall ciune down with a thunder 
of noise, liricka flying in all directions. 
Firemen were on n ladder resting 
against the Armor 31eef Co. One poor 
fellow became frightened when tho 
wall fell and losing his hold fell, sus- 
taining slight injuries to the back of 
his head. He was at unce removed, to 
the hospital. 


The fire at about 4 o'clock was prac- 


tically under control, 


The Delaware was a river of run- 


ning oil, and was utterly impassable. 
Telegraph, telephone and other wiros 
were down in every direction. 


The members of the firm of Phillips 


A CummiiJgham were on the ground, 
but were unable to estimate their loss, 
but said it would, be vci'3' great. 
Thero 


were stored in the neighborhood of 
o,500 barrels of oil at the time. 


The firemen injured numbered eight 


two of whom were hurt in the early 
stages of the fire.

Odell of the 
firm of Odell BroB., organ builders. 
Mr. Odell claims that Holliday came to 
him in the interest of the Memphis 
Episcopal chureh, which wanted its 
org-an repaired. Last Friday Holliday 
presented a draft for 81 00 drawn by 
Holliday Bros., on the Memphis na- 
tional bank to Goo. Odell. The latter 
gave 850 on account and told him he 
could get the balance on the following 
day, 


In the meantime he telegraphed to 


tho Memphis national bank for infor- 
mation about the firm of Holliday 
Bros., and received a reply that the 
names mentioned were not known. He 
then caused young Itoliiday's arrest. 


ID the police court Holliday told tho 


justice that HolUday Bros, were his 
uncles; that the firm has been in exist- 
ence a quarter of a century; that he 
had been connected with the firm tho 
past twelve years, and that all their 
business is clone through the Memphis 
national bank. The justice believes 
that a mistake has been made, but in 
the meantime will hold the prisoner so 
that his story can be verified.

A feature has developed ia the Ohio 


oiunpaign which will be deplored by 
every rif tit thinking man, whether he in 
a Republican or B Democrat. It is the 
attack on Uov. Campbell's 
financial 


Btanding. It is well known that on obli- 
gation amounting to 83,000, contracted 
by Oampbell, went to proteet some two 
weeks ago. and that at the same time 
there was much talk that more would 
soon follow.

It seems that the Cincinnati Comiuer- 
cM-Oazette took it up and used it 
against Gov. Campbell for political effect, 
This paper is noted for its lack of polit- 
ical Benss, and thia attack on Campbell 
is on a line with its previous record. It 
was the Commercial-Gazette 
that did 


muoti to elect Campbell before by its 
foolish attack on him in the patent 
ballot-box matter. This experience has 
not been profitable to the Commercial- 
Gazette. It ia probably too old to learn 
by experience, and in that case the only 
thing left is for the Ohio P.opnblionns to 
swoop down upon it and teaoh it a little 
common sense.

Chili's Present Attitude. 


There is nothing assuring in the latest 


news from (Jluli of n friendly feeling on 
the part c( that chaotic government 
toward tlie United States. In fact, the 
very opposite Boeme to be the status. It 
is reported that Chili has gone out of itn 
way to peraeonto American citizens and 
annoy this government's accredited min- 
ister. Tuie would icidiciite that some 
hand unfriendly to the United States 
may be behind tho scenes. Before taking 
his own lifo Balrnacoda in n letter defend- 
ing his course charges that European in- 
tlut?no<?8 were bahind the insurgents and 
that tlin victory of the revolutionists 
boded no good to Chili. Making due 
allowance for the etate'of mind in which 
the ex-prosident must have been, nud the 
necesfifcy he must have felt for milking 
some sort of a defense for his course, the 
fact remains that there is every indica- 
tion that European capitalists have bad 
something to do with the recent uprising, 
and that an effort is being made by them 
to turn the attention of Chili away from 
commercial dealings with this country. 
This fact, if it be a fact, might be allowed 
to pass unnoticed, but it it shall lead to 
open insult to this government, those 
who bring it about may relearn that 
which they have forgotten, namely, that 
the United States is a bad country to 
triile with. Thore is paid to be much stir 
in the cabinet concerning this matter at 
this time, and that there may be some 
exciting developments in a few days. 


Good Newa from Utah. 


Interviews are reported with Mr. 


Saandere of Nebraska and Mr. Kobert- 
sonot Indiana, both Republican mem- 
bers of the Utah Commission, in which 
they agreed in expressing the opinion 
that the Edmunds-Tucker law against 
polygamy is increasingly effective. 


They unite iu saying that the number 


of polygamous marriages in Utah has 
been smaller during the past year than 
in any since the organization of the com- 
mission. Thia woe to be expected. The 
rigorous enforcement ot the law was cer- 
tain, in the end,to produce snch n re- 
sult. Nothing more is needed to vindi- 
cate the law and its authors, or the firm- 
ness of the authorities in enforcing it.

longer, and tho law rigidly enforced, the 
reproach of polygamy will be entirely 
removed from the United States.
